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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of the species of Figs. 18-22, claims 7-13 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). The examiner will not dispute that additional Figs. 13-20 relate to 
the elected embodiment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7, 8 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Stencel (US 5,238,342). Stencel discloses a locking nut (20) and bolt (24) system 
comprising the bolt having a plurality of longitudinal notches and the nut having a recess 
(50) with a shoulder (52) at an end face receiving a nut insert (34). The nut insert 
having a planer peripheral ring (40) disposed on the shoulder (see Fig. 2) and a plurality 
of tines (42) depending from the ring in a substantially tangential plane having a distal 
end to lock with said notch and a proximal portion (see Fig. 8). There being created a 
radial free space in the area where each of the tangs was cut out allowing the tine to 
therein as it moves outwardly between notches. The ring having an inwardly extending 
planer support plate for each tine in the area of the "ring" directly above each of the free 
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spaces. The area of the planer support plate is inward of the shoulder providing for an 
outer peripheral planer section at a location of the shoulder. There further is provided a 
key (56) and keyway (54) to prevent rotation of the nut insert. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stencel. 
The examiner takes notice that spiral notches are a known substitute for longitudinal 



ones. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
